The faney cooks of New York and 
Boston flatter themselves that they are 
artistic and original when they put roasted 
ducks and grouse on the table arrayed in 
their natural feathers. But 300 years 
ago Christmas dinners in England were 
ornamented with a roasted peacock, fe- 
spiendent in his feathers, variegated tail 
and gilded Beak. Sometimes a piece of 
cotton, saturated with spirits, was put in 
its beak and lighted before the carver 
began his work on this ‘‘food for lovers 
and meat for lords.”’ 

The celebrated plum-pudding—the 
pride of an English Christmas—illustrates 
the theory of evolution. At first, it was 
a plum-porridge made from mutton 
boiled in broth, thickened with brown 
bread, in which half-boiled raisins, cur- 
rents, prunes, cloves, mace and ginger 
were mixed. The whole was thoroughly 
boiled and served with the meats. From 
that mess came forth that glory of th 
table, an English plum- pudding. 

The well-known mince pie, whose in- 
terference with the yay organs has 
given it the name of the ‘‘devil’s pie,” is 
an ancient and popular Christmas dish. 
Mince pies were formerly made of neat’s 
tongues, chicken, egg, sugar, currents, 
lemon and orange peel, with various 
spices. The crust was oblong, in the 
form of a cofrin, in imitation of the man- 

r, where the Holy Child was laid. The 
ingredients were supposed to refer to the 
offerings of the wise men, 

Neither the Puritans nor the Quakers 
would eat mince pies, on account of 
their association with the observance of 
Obristmas. 


Patti’s Perils. 

Mme. Adelina Patti has been commu- 
nicating a few personal reminiscences to 
the Paris Figaro, from which it appears 
that the life of a prima donna is far from 
being the spoiled existence that one 
would fake it to be. People may not 
believe it, but the position is one which 
for dangers surpasses that of the czar of 
Russia. They are caused by her rivals, 
she thinks, but they go beyond the limits 
of permissible rivalry. “Once during a 
performance of ‘Linda,’” she says, “'I 
received a number of bouquets, the last 
of which was composed very oddly. One 
of the flowers fell out of it on to the 
stage, making a regular thud. It con- 
sisted of an enormous ball of lead, 
which, if it had been more firmly tied to 
the bouquet, must have struck my head. 
As it was, the bouquet hit my shoulder.” 
On another occasion the curtain fell on 
Mme. Patti's head, and she was saved 
only by the fashion then prevailing of 
rolling up her hair high upon her head; 
but it was not a mere accident. She has 
had matches put into the water she 
drinks, and has even received poisoned 
gloves, with the request to let the maker 
call them by her name. 


According to Col. A. Parnell, R. A., 
official records show that 2,270 persons 
were killed by lightning in Russia (ex- 
vlusive of Poland and Finland) during 
the five years from 1870 to 1874 Of 
these persons no less than 2,161 dwelt 
in the country.

On a Japanese Railway Car. 

The Japs are peculiar, says a Yoko- 
nama letter. On a cold, rainy day 
they go about with their dress skirts 
caught up to their waists, and the 
water streaming down their bare legs. 
Skin does not cost as much as cloth, 
you know. Jn the car we can see this 
native dress; a loose robe with no but- 
tons, but folded over the breast and 
fastened by asash. This is the dress 
of the men as well as women. Some 
of the dresses are very rich indeed, be- 
ing made of beautiful silk. One-half 
is longer than the other, which allows 
for pulling up above the sash, and 
then hanging down in front, making a 
pouch. This is the pocket where near- 
ly everything is carried. There are 
also pockets at the bottom of the large 
square sleeves. Suspended from the 
sash is a little box and a leather 
wallet. Sometimes these articles are 
exquisite and very costly. The box 
contains the tobacco pipe and the wal- 
let contains the tobacco. The box is 
frequently made of ivory or bronze, 
finely worked. Japanese tobaeco is 
very, very mild. The average Ameri- 
can smoker would disdain to use it. 

The pipes consist of a long slender 
stem, and a tiny brass bow! not so 
large as an acorn cup. The smoker 
opens his wallet, takes out a very small 
quantity of tobacco and fills his pipe; 
then he takes out his box of matches, 
which are like the “parlor match” in 
America, contained in a sliding box 
(that horrible nuisance, a sulphur 
match, doesn’t exist here); closing the 
match box about two-thirds, the pipe 
is lighted and three whiffs of smoke 
taken—very seldom more than that; 
the ashes are then emptied into the 
open third of the Match box, the pipe 
refilled and lighted from these ashes. 
Frequently the ashes are dropped on 
the floor until the pipe is relighted, 
when they are extinguished. A pipe 
is seldom refilled more than three 
times, when it is put back into the 
case. The whole amount of tobacco 
imbibed would not be equal to one puff 
of astrong cigar. But the almost uni- 
versal practice here is to draw all the 
smoke up, expelling it from the nos. 
trils instead of the mouth, Women 
smoke as well as men. 

Every one in the car has a morning 
paper. Most of the passengers are sit- 
ting on their feet, which are crossed 
under them—a favorite posture. 

It is generally the custom to read 
aloud. The reading is very peculiar, 
being mostly in a monotone, with oc- 
casionally a rise ‘and fall in the tone 
Some of the people have a very disa- 
greeable habit of sucking the breath 
between their closed teeth. The noise 
thus made with unceasing regularity is 
almost unendurable if one has any 
nerves. 

The Japanese are not a meddlesome 
people, and traveling with them is at- 
tended with almost no risk. A single 
lady could travel with a car load of 
Japanese men, and there would be not 
the slightest improper word spoken or 
act committed.

PAPER LUMBER. 
Osler sad 


A tall, elderly man, with a round, 
pleasant face, took from the marble 
mantel of a room overlooking Printing 
House square, New York, a section jof 
what appeared to be walnut board. 

“This is paper lumber,” he said to a 
Sun repor er. “You may not be aware 
that a process has been invented for 
utilizing paper pulp in the manufac- 
ture of a substitute for natural wood. 
A mill has been erected in a Western 
town for the purpose of manufac 
turing artificial lumber, and a number 


capitalists have taien Hol4 .of the 


matter, Ware thoroughly convinced 
of the perfect practicability of paper 
lumber in the manufacture of all arti- 
cles at present made from wood. It is 
only a question of a very short time 
when paper lumber will come into gen- 
eral use. I feel confident that it will 
prove much cheaper than wood,equally 
as durable, and fully as good for fine 
work.” 

Attention was directed to several 
articles of cabinet ware made of the 
material. Two of these were ordinary 
parlor tables, one of which resembled 
the peculiar mottled appearance seen 
in some choice hard woods. The sur- 
face of the table was varnished and 
highly polished. The other table was 
finished in exact imitation of rosewood. 
A panel door was also shown, the 
finish resembling mahogany. A 
couple of ladies’ work boxes, made 
after an elegant pattern and highly 
finished, were also exhibited. 

“The paper board,” continued the 
gentleman, “is susceptible of the finest 
polish, and will take any tint or color. 
The lumber is made principally of the 
pulp of wheat, rye, and oat straw, and 
other vegetable fibres, combined with 
chemical ingredients and cements. It 
is formed in layers about one-quarter 
of an inch in thickness, and these are 
pressed together by powerful machin- 
ery, and thus rendered as hard as the 
hardest wood, besides being much 
more dense. The boards are also ren- 
dered waterproof in varying degrees, 
according to the purpose for which 
they are tobe used. The material fs 
as durable as time, and ean be sold at 
a guod profit for almost half less than 
ordinary pine lumber. It will take 
any finish, and inthis respect alone is 
equal to the finest hard wuod. More- 
over, it can be marbleized in imitation 
of any kind of marble, both in respect 
to ahigh degree of polish and an exact 
imitation of grain. It will not warp 
and can be rendered perfectly water- 
proof if desired, thus making it suita- 
ble for the construction of burial cas- 
kets. It makes just as sulid a surface 
as any wood, and may be made of the 
hardness of stone. As a substitute 
for wood in the construction of build- 
ings it possesses qualities of perfect 
adaptation. It will make the finest 
material in the world for roofing, not 
excepting slate or iron. It can be 
sawed, Split, or planed, and boards 
made of it are perfectly smooth and flat 
from end to end on both sides, without 
any knots, cracks, or blemishes of any 
kind commonly met with in wood,” 

“Do you think that the supply of 
paper stock is sufficient to permit the 
general use of paper lumber as a sub. 
stitute for wood?” 

“Why not? The production of straw 
alone is sufficient. It takes 100 years 
to grow 20,000 feet of natural lumber 
on an acre of ground. This is accord- 
ing to official statistics. On the other 
hand an acre of ground will produce 
every year straw enough to make 2000 
feet of artificial lumber, and hence in 
a hundred years it will produce 200,000 
feet—ten times as much as the quanti- 
ty of natural lumber.” 


Califernia’s Bounty for Scalps. 

H. Dawley is in the squirrel destroy- 
jng business. He hires four men. His 
reward js five cents bounty for each 
acalp, paid by the county. He assigns 
his men to different districts. Farm- 
ers pay the men $? a day and board for 
going over theirranches. That nearly 
pays expenses, and the bounty on the 
scalps is largely profit. Dawley has a 
poison that knocks the squirrels out 
the first round, and generally before 
they can get intotheir holes. He says 
he has scalps enough on hand to clean 
out the squirrel and gopher bounty 
fund. He presents his scalps only as 
fast as there is money to pay the boun- 
ty. Hehas $2,000 worth of scalps

The Ideal DBeefsteak. 

Any one can cook a beefsteak—in his 
mind. As a matter of fact, it requires 
an artist to do it; and this view is 
shared by a correspondent, who writes: 
“A member of my ow family hes 
brought the cooking of this article of 
food to perfection. The first require- 
ment is not so much a tender and juicy 
steak, though this is always de~outly 
to be desired, but a glowing bed of 
coals, a wire gridiron, a stout one with 

sized wires, a double one so that 
you can turn the steak without touching 
it. The steak should be pounded only 


and is ‘stringy.’ Attempt nothing else 
when cooking the steak, and have 
everything ready for the table, the 
roasted potatoes and vegetables all be- 
ing in their respective dishes in the 
warming closet or oven, with doors left 
open a little way. From ten minutes 
onward 1s needed to cook the steak. 
The time must depend upon the size, 
and you can easily tell by the color of 
the gravy, which runs from the steak 
when gently pressed witha knife, as to 
its condition. If the master of the 
house likes it ‘rare done,’ when there 
is a suspicious brown gravy with the 
red it will be safe to infer that it is 
done enough for him. If, as is gener- 
ally the case, the next stage is the 
favorite one, remove the steak from the 
gridiron, the instant the gravy is of a 
light brown. Remove it to a hot plat 
ter, pepper and salt it to suit your 
taste, put on small lumps of butter and 
then for two brief moments cover it 
with a hot plate, the two moments be- 
ing sufficient to carry it to the table 
One absolutely essential factor in the 
preparation of good beefsteak is that it 
must be served at once. If you can 
impress it vpon your cook that he is 
not to let the steak stand and steam 
while he is doing other things, you will 
be likely to receive your reward for so

Mr. Joseph was the republi- 
can candidéte for Congress. in 
the First Congressional district 
of Alabama last July, to fill the 
unexpired term of Col. Thos. H. 
Herndon deceased and notwith- 
standing the active opposition of 
the white federal office holders in 
that district, whose only objection 
to the republican nominee was 
his color, Mr. Joaeph polled the 
largest white vote of any pre- 
vious republican candidate, and 
reduced a democratic majority in 
Mobile from 600 to 214. As 
further evidence of the popular- 
ity of Mr. Joseph among all 
classes, we have only to refer to 
the fact that, at this election and 
for the first time in the history 
of the republican party in that 
section of Alabama, white men 
stood at the polls with the re- 
publican ticket in their hands, and 
electioneered for Mr. Joseph, the 
nominee of the republican party.

BOB LINCOLN. 


Brief Sketch ot the Young Man 
Who May be the Next 
Kepublivay Nominee 
fer Prestdent. 


Secretary Lincoln isas yet best Known as 
the son of his father. A legacy of greatness 
has descendéd to him by that inevitable law 
of inheritance which gives to the son a goodly 
portion of the esteem in which his ancestors 
have been held. Mr, Robert T. Lincoln, how- 
ever, is himself a very able and promising 
young man, so far as his limited opportunl- 
ties in public life enable the biographer to 
form an opinion. 

Robert Todd Lincoln is the oldest and the 
only surviving son of the “Martyred Presi- 
dent,” Abraham Lincoln, He was born at 
Springfield, Il],, on the Ist of August, 1843. 
He was prepared fer tutor- 
ship ofa Mr. Estabrook, tive city, 
after which he entered the JJlinois State Uni- 
versity. He came East in 1859, and one year 
later entered the Phillips Academy at Exeter, 
where Daniel Webster received his early ed- 
ueation. After a brief attendance at this 
achool he was admitted to Harvard Universi- 
ty as a member of the class of 64, having pass- 
ed a highly creditable examination. Graduat- 
ing in due time he entered the law schoo! of the 
University, from which he retired after a 
brief stay to accept a commission as Captain 
in the United States Army and Assistant Ad- 
jutant General on the staff of General Grant. 
He soon resigned this position and resumed 
the study of law at Chicago, where he was 
admitted to the bar of Illinois in 1867. In 
partnership with a Mr, Beammon he began 
practice of his profession, but soon withdrew 
from this connection and made a tour in 
Europe. Returning in 1872 he formed a part- 
nership with Edward 8, Isham, for the prac- 
tice of law under the firm name of Isham & 
Lincoln. With this gentleman he has since 
been associated in his professional! labors. In 
1876 he was elected Supervisor of the town of 
South Chicago, and was sent from Cook coun- 
ty to the Illinois State Convention at Spring- 
field, which nominated delegates to the Re- 
publ'can National Convention held at Chicago 
in 1876, He was an electoron the Republican 
ticket for the State of Mifois, and was ap- 
pointed a trustee of the Iilinois Central rall- 
road by the Covernor. 

Mr. Lincoln was appointed by President 
Garfield to the high position he now fills so 
acceptably, It was a most satisfactory, choice 
and fitting tribute, not only to his own ability 
but to the illustrious name he bears. While 
he bas found it impossible to escape criticism, 
yethe has exhibited sound judgement and 
marked ability inthe discharge ofhis duties 
at Washington. 

Mr. Lincoln, like many other eminent men, 
has a pardonable horror of the newspaper in- 
terviewer, but there is one species of inter- 
viewer which all his ingenuity has been un- 
able toevade. We refer to the colored peo- 
ple, especially the veterans of “’fo’' de wah,” 
who insist upon expressing to him the un- 
speakable gratitude they feel for his father. 
He is often made the involuntary recipient of 
congratulations from some representative of 
the colored race, 7. being “de son and 
bern image of de .any’ 

“Look da genimen at dat mouf and years !’’ 
said an old fellow who had stolen into Mr, 
Lincoln's private office. “Dat smile genlmen 
dat smile,” he continued, seizing him by the 
hand. “Il seed yonr fader, sah."’ By con- 
siderable persuasion and the tender of a 
douceur, the old man was at length induced 
to retire. Mr. Lincoln has been very success- 
fulin his profession. He has a frank and 
hearty manner and a very pleasant address. 
His eyes are the only feature in which he re- 
sembles his father, His hair is dark, his 
height about five feet nine inches, and his 
weight something like one hundred and 
forty five pounds. Heis particularly careful 
in the matter of dress, and in every respect he 
isa most courteous and urbane gentleman. 
His career thus far is such as to justify the 
hope that the glory of the name he bears will, 
at least, suffer no detraction at his hands. 

In 1868 he married Miss Mary Harlan, and 
now has a son and three daughters, the oldest 
of whom is fifteen years of age,—SouTHERN 
AMERICAN.

Hew Mexican Giris are Trained in 
Scheols of Arts and Trades. 


Clara Bridgeman, in a letter from 
Mexico to the New Orleans Times, 
writes enthusiastically of the School of 
Art and Trades for Women, established 
there some years ago by President 
Juarez: 

As it is, however, Mexico could not 
furnish a more interesting and attract- 
ive sight than this school when it is in 
operation’ with all the workshops 
crowded with busy students and such 
a hum and stir of bustling activity that 
one is irresistibly reminded of a vast 
beehive. There are troops of dark- 
eyed maidens on every side cheerfully 
engaged in all manner of occupations, 
and one hardly knows which to ad- 
nvre most, the deftness with which 
they perform their various tasks or 
the exquisite neatness of their ap- 
pearance, with faces and _ clothes 
spotlessly clean, hair smoothly braid- 
ed, and all with long holland aprons 
that give them a particularly tidy 
look. The school numbers about 368 
reguiar attendants, varying in age 
from girls of 12 up to women of 
middle age. The government not 
only gives them every variety of in- 
struction free of charge, but likewise 
provides all the materials and apparatus 
for work, two substantial meals each 
day, and the linen aprons. Moreover 
it allows them to dispose of what 
they make and for that purpose a 
pretty little store is attached to. the 
school building, where all such articles 
may be ex forsale. Further as- 
_Ssistaneefs furnished by government 
" officials who give orders for upholstery, 
bookbinding, and also clothing for the 
various charitable institutions of the 
city. Several hours in the morning 
are devoted to the primary branches of 
a good Spanish education as well as 
book-keeping, and the rest of the day 


_ fs passed in learning the trades appro- 


priate to the different classes. On the 
ground floor are the workshops or 
“talleres,” all largely attended by stu- 
dents who seein deeply interested in 
their various labors. In one room you 
will find a crowd of workers busily en- 
gaged in upholstering furniture; in 
another a multitude of delicate hands 
are molding and gilding, while in a 
third one is surprised to see the skill 
with which these Mexican girls can 
bind books. One large department is 
set aside for the manufacture of arti- 
ficial flowers, in which the scholars are 
particularly expert, and they are sure 
of finding ready sale for these beautiful 
specimens of their handiwork. The 
printing-room is well stocked with all 
appliances of the art, and although the 
claxs at present is small, the work is 
done very satisfactory, and proves 
beyond a doubt that woman is eminent- 
ly qualified for this employment. A 
newspaper is published by the students 
—a small weekly of four sheets—- which 
bears the appropriate title of “La 
Mujer.” On the second floor are the 
apartments for sewing and fancy work, 
and these contain a large number of ma- 
chines,looms, and instruments for mak- 
ing all manner of trimmings, fringes, 
cords,and tassels, andthelike. Someof 
the embroidery and“mailla’is beautiful 
beyond description, for the Mexicans 
are unrivaled in this branch of needle- 
work, and their dainty fingers seem 
specially adapted to all that requires 
delicate handling. In the meantime 
the higher arts are not neglected; the 
school has several good pianos, and 
both vocal and instrumental music are 
taught, while such as evince talent for 
drawing or painting are sent to the 


-academy of San Carlos, near by. 


When one considers that these advap- 


tages are all enjoyed without the slight~ 


est expense to the poor students; that, 
moreover, they are partly supported 
and aided in every possible way in 
their efforts to be independent and self- 
helpful, one cannot refrain from pay- 
ing a tribute of heartfelt admiration to 
the government which shows so pater- 
nal an interest in the welfare of its 
daughters, and makes such generous 
efforts to fit them for a career of use- 
fulness. Nor are these efforts confined 
to the capital Similar institutions 
exist in other cities of the republic, 
and in almost every direction the pros- 
pects for the future improvement and 
education of women are most en- 
couraging. In Guadalajara, connected 
with the Hospicio, there is a school of 
arts and trades, where women are 
taught printing, photography, lithog- 
raphy, stenography, tailoring, shoe- 
making, stocking and cloth weaving.

Seventeen United States senators 
are worth in the aggregate $55,000,000.

William and Mary College, of Vir- 
ginia, has closed its doors, having but 
one student at the beginning\of this 
school year. Next to Harvard, this 
was the oldest college in America, 
having been founded in 1693, and wes 
the only one that received a royal 
charter. Among the most eminent 
men educated in its halls were Wash- 
ington, Marshall, Randolph, Tyler, 
Breckinridge, and General Scott. 


The melancholy suicide of a New- 
Yorker in Philadelphia recently points 
its own moral. It seems that he was 
addicted to gambling and for a time 
was unusually lucky. But he was 
tleeced by sharpers who were sharper 
than himself; his enormous winnings 
went first; then his private fortune. 
He resolved to make one desperate 
attempt to retrieve his losses; but his 
“luck” had changed, and a pistol-bullet 
ended his life. 


Lord Ripon, the present governor- 
general of India, is perfecting a scheme 
to introduce local self- government 
among the cities and large towns in 
that country, on the plan that Amer- 
ican towns govern their affairs. Coun- 
cillors are to be elected by the people, 
with full powers to do almost every- 
thing but impose taxes or perform 
judicial functions. Should the experi- 
ment prove satisfactory, the India 
legislature will also be made elective. 


Medical men have for some time 
arrived at the conclusion that con- 
sumption is infectious. The matter 
has been taken up in a very practical 
way in the German army, in which the 
disease is stated to be very prevalent. 
All soldiers suffering from it are iso- 
lated, and, to prevent any possible 
infection, on no account are they to be 
allowed to associate with patients 
suffering from pneumonia or acute 
bronchitis, while special means are to 
be taken for the disinfection of the 
sputa in infectious cases. 


Congressman William D, Kel- 
ley, of Philadelphia, was a young man, 
he and Representative Randall’s father 
were one day talking together with an 


eminent doctor in Paris. Health was 


the topic of conversation, and, “Young 
many” said the doctor to Mr. Kelley, 
“if you will make it a rule never to 
get exhausted so long as a part of the 
day remains in which you have any- 
thing to do, you will live to be as oid 
as Iam.” “I followed the advice,” 
said Judge Kelley to a Cleveland 
Leader correspondent, “as far as I 
could, and I have already lived to be 
older than either the gray-haired doctor 
or ‘Sam’ Randall's father.” 


One of the defunct industries of 
Detroit is the manufacture of dog oil. 
which, it is only fair to say, never 
reached colossal proportions. It was 
made by a man named Blakely, under 
acrangement with the guardians of 
the dog pound, and was purchased 
chiefly by veterinary surgeons, who 
used it in the compounding of a lini- 
ment. But three dollars a gallon was 
all that they would pay for it,and at that 
price the business did not prosper. It 
might be supposed that the dogs of 
Detroit might breathe freer now that 
this enterprise has collapsed, but in 
reality it makes little difference to 
them, for they were always drowned 
before their surrender to Mr. Blakely. 


The London JZimes finds that the 
number of watches manufactured in 
England is yearly becoming less and 
less, and traces the cause of the decline 
to the use of new ideas and inventions 
by workmen both in America and 
Switzerland. “In America,” it says, 
“everything is done on a large scale, 
while we still stick to the methods of 
our forefathers. Here, the different 
parts of a watch are made in different 
shops or in different portions of the 
country, and trotted about from one 
to the other. In America, a complete 
wateh is made in one building. One 
American house alone made 201,000 
watches last year, while our total pro- 
duction was not more than 175,000.” 


There seems to be little doubt that 
the germ of yellow fever has been dis- 
covered at Rio Janeiro by Dr. Domin- 
gos Friere. The British foreign office 
has sent out a paper on the subject. It 
comprises the report that the microbes 
of yellow fever have been taken from 
earth, propagated apart from any 
living subject, and then made to re- 
produce themselves in guinea pigs. 
The doctor goes on to say that the 
discovery of a preventive is not impos 
sible, and that some encouraging 
results in this direction have already 
been obtained by him, he having suc- 
ceeded in attenuating the microbes by 
a method of his own. Two guinea 
pigs were vaccinated with the culture 
of those organisms, and although their 
temperature rose, they resisted the 
innoculation.

The Loudon Times states on the best au- 
thority that China is willing to negotiate 
with France for a settlement of the Tonquin 
question on the basis of the present military 
situation, and that if France refuses this 
oer, it will be the duty of the United States 
to intervene, in accordance with the terms of 
the Burlingame treaty, if requested to do so 
by China. Fl Mahdi is undoubtedly ad.

Thirty thousand people attended the 
tionalist and Orange meetings at Dromore 
county Tyrone, Ireland. In the evening the 
latter attacked the former and a fierce fight 
ensued, the troops charging the combatants 
and finally driving off the Orangemen, wh+ 
greatly outnumbered their opponents. 


The Egyptian troops have defeated at Gez- 
ireb a force of rebels who were marching to 
attack Berber and cut off communication 
between the Nile towns of Upper Egypt and 
the Red Sea. China has fresh proposa!s 
for peace to make to France, but their na_ 
ture has not yet been developed. Lord 
Spencer has forbidden the great meetings of 
Irish Nationalists that were to have been 
held at Cootebill and Dromore, and at which 
places 20,000 Orangemen expected to mrke 
counter demonstrations. The disagree- 
meni of political parties in Spain has reached 
such a point that at the meeting of the Cortes 
King Alfonzo will be obliged to accept the 
resignation of the Ministry or dissolve the 
Cortes. The murder of a lieutenant 
colonel of the gendarmerie St. Petersburg 
was the work of Nihilists. who are -also 
threatening the life of the Minister of the 
Interior. Mr. Lowell will resign the rec- 
torship of St. Andrew’s University. The 
steamship Celtic broke her shaft when 
twenty-four hours out of New York, and on 
the 22d was proceeding eastward under sail. 


Reports are current in Paris, but are not 
officially confirmed, that French forces have 
advanced to the siege of Bac-Ninh, that the 
Chinese army has been ordered to cross the 
frantier into Tonquin and that the French 
Admiral Meyer has made a landing upon the 
island of Hainan, in the Gulf of Tonquin.

Washington Notes 


The Presi ent’s at the Whita 
House, in Washington, Jan. Ist, was as bril- 
liant as usual, although the attendance ~was 
somewhat smaller than last year. Mrs. Car- 
lisle, the wife of the speaker of the House, 
and several other ladies, assisted the Presi- 
dent in receiving. 


At a meeting of the House committee o1 
military affairs this morning Gen. Slocum 
was authorized to report to the House favor. 
ably the Fitz-John Porter bill, which passed 
the Senate during the last 

Representative: MecCoid, of Iowa, intends 
to urge the consideration of his bill to pro- 
vide for the election of President and Vice- 
President for an unexpired term in case of 
the removal, death, resignation or inability, 
both of the President and Vice-President, 
and to declare the officer that shall act as 
acting President adinterim. The bill further 
provides that the electors shall hold over for 
the presidential term for action with power 
to fill the office of President and Vice-Pres. 
ident in case of death or other disabilities. 

lt is estimated that the reduction of the 
public debt for the month of December is 
about $12,000,000. According to this esti- 
mate the reduction of the debt during the 
year amounts to about $110,0.0,000. The to. 
tal receipts from internal revenue for the 
first six months of the fiscal year just en- 
ded were $61,126,201.

e front doors of many farm-hotises 
are rarely opened ‘The back door is 
in constant use. One need not go far 
in any locality, to find the outlet of the 
kitchen sink ending in a sort of ditch, 
which is supposed to carry off the 

waste water, but which only allows it 
to souk away and saturate the gtound 
near the back of the house. The sel 
dom used front door is opened when 4 
small coffin is to. be taken out. The 
minister speaks of “the mysterious dis- 
pensations of Providence.” They are 
not all mysterious, Dad sink drains 
at the back of the house afe stire to 
bring typhoid fever and other sickness 
Let the back door surrounding be 
looked to. If nothing better can be 
done, carry the kitchun wastes to a 
cesspool a distance from the house, 
where they can soak away far below 
the surface. Prohibit all throwipg 
out of slops at the back door. The 
ground soon becomes charged with 
matters that ferment and breed dis- 
ease. Where pigs are kept—and that 
includes every farm—there should be 
& pail to receive all animal and veget- 
able matter and daily emptied. Noth- 
ing of the kind should be thrown out 
at the back of the house, Where there 
is such a disease-breeding sink spout 
as we have mentioned, let provisions 
be at once made to carry off the water 
to a cesspool, and cover up the satura- 
ted ground with dry earth. Let the 
back yard to the house always be kept 
scrupulously clean.
